2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record fails to or suggest, alone or 
in combination a method and system for network document 
processing comprising a generic driver that receives user 
selected operational settings in order to process a document, 
wherein a first interface is activated between the workstation 
and the document processing device, and a user interface is 
provided for the user to select the operational settings and the 
generic driver generates the document at a particular location 
as required by independent claims 1,12, and 20, in combination 
with the other recited claim elements.
